33584-67-7, shown below. 



The known compound contains the bicyclic core including a spiro-connected 
heterocyclic ring; however, the compound does not have the amido-substituted nitrogen 
provided for in the instant application. One skilled in the art would be enabled to make 
and use the compounds taught herein using the teachings of the Specification in 
conjunction with the teachings in the prior art.
